enclosure so as to allow us to keep the letter itself unclassified. 

I think we have included all our important arguments in the letter, including 
some not heretofore formally presented, in a forceful manner; the coordinating offices 
concur in the desirabllity of doing this. 

We had\hoped to be able to include a sentence in the letter to the effect 
that the Attorney General agrees such sources and methods legislation is necessary, but were 
unable to obtain Justice's formal concurrence in time. I feel, and oncurred, that itis STAT 
most important to get this letter out before Mr. Bush leaves office, and therefore we 
should send it forward for his signature without reference to the Attorney General's support 
as that is not critical to the letter's impact. (We have already typed up an alternate Page 2 
which includes a sentence on the Attorney General which we can use if we obtain the 
concurrence before Mr. Bush signs these letters.) 

As to the points regarding H.R. 12006's possible inadequacies, which we 
discussed a while back, I am preparing a memo for Tony Lapham from you. I don't think 
these issues warrant holdin} up this letter, since we'll have opportunities later to 
change the terms of H.R, 12 06 in whatever form it's introduced this session.
